UNITED STATES FAVORS 
HEARING FOR CARRANZA 


Believed That Washington 


Will Prevail and Carranza 
Agents Will Be Admitted. 
Carranza’s Attitude Some- 
what Embarrassing. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., May 31.—Upon 
the Washington government depends 
whether the mediators will receive rep- 
resentatives of the Mexican constitu- 
tionalists. The South American envoys, 
it became known tonight, virtually 
have resolved to go ahead with their 
plans for a two-party agreement be- 
tween the United States and the Huer- 
ta government and for the time being 
ignore the question of constitutionalist 
representation. 

: Plans for New Government. 

The only thing that might disturb 
such a course would be a direct inti- 
mation from the United States that it 
will withhold approval of the plans 
outlined for a new provisional gov- 
ernment unless prompt disposition is 
made of the subject of constitutional- 
ist participation. The Mexican dele- 
gates have had no conversations with 
the mediators on this point. 

Bach side is waiting for the other 
to make the first move. The Huerta 
delegates tomorrow expect to receive

tials of the peace plan, together with 
his opinion on some of the names sug- 
gested for the new government. The 
American delegates received informa- 
tion along this line today from Wash- 
ington, but no intimation as to how 
far they should press the subject of 
constitutional representation. * 

At a conference at 11 o’clock tomor- 
row the attitude of both the mediators 
and the Ameérican delegates toward 
constitutionalist participation may be 
more clearly defined. Should the 
American delegates consent to go ahead 
with their earlier work on the peace 
plan, the mediators will continue their 
efforts toward an agreement. A change 
in their attitude toward the constitu- 
tionalists may result from an insist- 
ence on the part of the American dele- 
gates that the third element in the con- 
troversy be given opportunity to ex- 
press its views. 

The American Viewpoint. 

The American viewpoint is that Gen- 
eral Carranza might be invited again to 
treat on international questions and 
the internal situation could be ap- 
proached at the same time. As the 
Huerta delegates already are discussing 
internal questions, it is not believed 
they would offer any objections to con- 
sidering the same issue with represent- 
atives of General Carranza present. 

The Huerta envoys see in the plan 
for constitutionalist representation a 
prolongation of the parleys, and the 
military situation might become in- 
creasingly grave for the Huerta gov- 
ernment while the negotiations were in 
It is apparent the Huerta 


delegates will insist on an armistice

alists. 
Feeling .is general here that the 


Washington. government will be justi- 
fied in insisting on broadening the 
mediation proceedings if necessary to 
complete pactification of Mexico. It 
would avail the United States nothing 
to proceed with the question of having 
her differences with Mexico settled, 
even conceding that General Huerta 
will be eliminated, should the method 
employed endanger the relations be- 
tween the United States and the con- 
stitutionalists. 
Embarrassed by Carranza. 

While sympathizing with the consti- 
tutionalist advance on Huerta and sup- 
porting many of the reforms for which 
Carranza’s followers are fighting, it 
is understood the Americans have been 
embarrassed in a slight degree by Gen- 
eral Carranza’s refusal to recognize 
t right of foreign mediators to act 
i ccanaot to the setting up of a new 
government. 

All parties to the conference agree 
that a military force that controls an 
area greater than falls under the dom- 
ination of all other factions combined 
must be reckoned with; must have a 
voice in any settlement of the Mexi- 
can problem if permanency is expected. 
The difference, it appears, relates 
wholly to methods. General Carranza 
feels that he should have been in the 
conferences from the first and that he 
was treated with scant courtesy by the 
South American envoys when they 
withdrew their invitation to him to 
gend delegates. The envoys, on the

WHERE TRAGEDY OCCURRED. 


The sinking of the Empress of Ire- 
land, the Canadian Pacific railway 
Steamer, in the St. Lawrence river, was 
one of the worst disasters since the 
sinking of thé Titanic. The Empress 
of Ireland was a twin screw passen- 
ger steamer of 8,028 tons burden, was 
548 feet long and of modern equip- 
ment, carrying not only wireless, but 
submarine signaling apparatus. She 
was built in 1906, and was, therefore, 
threé years old when she made her 


record run from Quebec to Liverpool. 
She had been plying in the service of, 
her owners, the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way company, between St. John’s and 
Quebec and Liverpool, and, especially 
during the summer months, carried 
large numbers of passengers. Her 
speed and furnishings made her one 
of the most popular of the trans- 
atlantic liners sailing from Canadian 
ports. When the ship sent’ out 
“S. O. 8.” signals after the crash with 


the collier Storstad her appeals were 
caught by the wireless operator at 
Father Point. The passengers saved 
were landed at Rimouski and others 
at Father Point. Tht .steamer went 
down about 30 miles from Father Point. 
Father Point, sometimes called Farther 
Point, is a post village of Rimouski 
county, Quebec, on the south shore of 
the St. Lawrence river, near the mouth 
of the Rimouski river. A lighthouse 
marks the dangerous rock in the chan- 
nel there.

J. R. Smith’s Card. 

Mr. Smith’s card follows: 

Editor Constitution: Kindly permit 
me ‘to reply through your columns to 
Governor Brown’s statement which you 
carried very prominently on yesterday 
and which referrred directly to me: 

I was shocked when [ read Governor 
Brown's statement—shocked because I 
had been deceived by a friend in whom 
I had implicit confidence, and aston- 
ished at Governor Brown's attempt to 
shift the controversy between Colonel 
Paxon and myself from a statement of 
fact to a matter of speculation as to 
what Governor Brown would do. 

I say that I was deceived by Governor 
Brown, and I feel that I am justifia- 
ble in giving to the public the facts as 
to how I have been deceived. After 
Senator Bacon's death, I strongly urged 
the appointment of Governor Joseph 
M. Brown as his successor. I felt that 
he was the logical man for the appoint- 
ment. Twice he had been honored by 
the people of Georgia as their chief 
executive. The man who, under. the 
law, had the appointing power, had 
received the support of Governor Brown 
and Governor Brown's friends, among 
whom I have been one. Yes, for many 
years I have stood loyally by him in 
the heat of battle. On the street cor- 


ners and through the press, I have de- | 


fended him against those who have 
bitterly attacked him. I stood by him 
for the principles of government which 
were embodied in his candidacy. I 
stood by him personally. I contributed 
much in time, money and energy, and 
had thrown in what little ability I may 
possess; and my faith in him led me 
to believe that the state and nation 
would be honored should he receive 
this appointment at the hands of his 
friend.

THREE BOYS GIVE LIVES 
FOR THEIR COMPANIONS 


One of Victims Was Drowned 
With His Sweetheart 
Looking On. 


Philadelphia, May 31.—Sacrificing 
their lives that the lives of four com- 
panions, two of them girls, might be 
saved, three young men, none of whom 
could swim,-leaped into the Delaware 
river from a sinking rowboat late yes- 
terday and were drowned. The story of 
their heroism was told today by the 
survivors. The dead afte John Mouch- 
ech, Raymond Tinney and John Mur- 
phy. The saved are 
Sarah German, 
Nevill. 

Tinney and Sarah German were en- 
gaged to be married.. Accompanied by 
the other members of the party, they 
visited the New Jersey side of the 
river yesterday in a large rowboat. 
They were more than 100 yards from 
shore when it was noticed that the 
craft was filling. Despite efforts of 
the seven occupants to bail the boat 
with their caps, it’ soon became evi- 
dent that unless the load was light- 
ened the boat would s:nk before shore 
could be reached. 

None of the party could swim, but all 
of the men volunteered to jump out. 
Sarah German begged the Tinney boy 
not to risk it, but he was the first to 
spring over the boat’s side, followed 
by Mouchech and Murphy. In spite 
of the sacrifice the boat capsized 
shortly after the three men had dis- 
appeared in the water and the four 
other occupants were thrown into the 


river. Nevill and German clung to the 
overturned craft and, grasping the 
girls, held them until the party was 
rescued by a motorboat,

FUNERAL VESSEL | 


REAGHES QUEBEC 


Historic Heights Overlook- 
ing the St. Lawrence Black 
With Spectators as the 
Lady Grey Was Moored. 


Quebec, May-31.—The Canadian gov- 
ernment steamer Lady Grey brought 
from Rimouski today 188 bodies recov- 
ered from the wreck of the Empress of 
Ireland. 

The historic heights overlooking the 
St. Lawrence were black with specta- 
tors as the funeral ship was moored. 
The coffins were carried ashore and 
work of identification begun without 
delay. 

The Lady Grey was escorted by his 
majesty’s -shif ‘Essex, and fifty sailors 
from the warship carried the coffins 
down the gangplank and laid them in 
rows under the. freight shed on the 
pier. The building was draped with 
black. A crowd that included many 
of the survivors and _ relatives and 
friends of the dead grouped at the 
doors and waited for permission to 
enter. 

Mothers and Babes Locked. 

Three tables, each 100 feet long, 
held coffins of every description. As- 
sembled on one were twenty-five small 
white caskets that held the bodies of 
children. Although the Lady Grey had 
taken to Rimouski:all available cof- 
fins they were not enough. Besides 
the children’s caskets there were eigh- 
ty-eight containing the bodies of 
adults. Other victims were brought 
in rough pine boxes. 

There was no sadder sight in the 
building than the table where rested 
these improvised coffins; for many held 
the bodies of mothers and children 
locked in the last embrace just as they 
had gone to their death off Father 
Point Friday. 

Amid pathetic scenes, many victims 
were recognized and claimed by rel- 
atives. It may be days before others 
are identified.

Dr. Lincoln McConnell, pastor of the 
Tabernacle Baptist church, in his ser- 
mon at the Tabernacle last night, made 
a stinging attack up modern society 
and upon the joy-riding habit. 

He declared that the tendency of 
modern dancing is advancing more 
and more toward the barbaric state of 
abandonment, and that only abandoned 
women perform the up-to-date dances. 
He shouted that the new steps came 
from Barbary Coast, where they were 
invented by disrespectable women who 
had lost all semblance of virtue, and 
that if a good woman tried to tango 
she was merely seeking to imitate 
the abandoned woman of dessolute 
habits. 

Don’t Hug Tight Enough. 

“In the old, respectable days,” he 
Stated, “the women frowned upon such 
a thing as waltzing. In present cir- 
cumstances, ‘though, if you ask a 
bunny-hugging, tangoing girl or wom- 
an to do the sedate old Virginia reel, 
she'll say. that she doesn’t know it. 
Hither that, or ‘I don’t like it. You 
don’t hug tight enough.’ ”’ 

Another thing that he had to say in 
regard to the new dances was this: 

“The youth of today is dancing and 
bunny-hugging into hell just as fast 
as the orchestra can play appropriate 
rag-time.” 

The subject of his sermon was “Sow: 
ing the Wind and Reaping the Whirl- 
wind.” Hemade a general attack’ upon 
automobiles and the inclination of the 
present generation to joy-ride itself 
into purgatory. 

“The morals of the 
Have you ever stopped to consider 
them,” he said. “The automobile, more 
effectively than anything else, repre- 
sents the restlessness of our time and 
the hysteria. It is significant of the 
breaking away from the old and decent 
regime. It is the most emblematic 
thing of the American spirit of today. 

Fool Gone to Seed on Wheels. 

“The typical joy-rider is a foo] gone 
to seed on wheels. All that is requir- 
ed of a joy-rider is sufficient gasoline, 
no brains and just enough clothes to 
make a presentable appearance. The 
spirit of joy-riding is the spirit of reck- 
lessness. It means an indifference to 
all bonds and laws, a kind of ‘Let ’er 
gO Gallagher’ sentiment. 

“It is ruinous. The joy-rider isa type of 
non-thinking, non-caring man. He 
is not only a menace to himself, but to 
everybody along his route. And, fur- 
thermore, a man doesn’t have to pos- 
sess $10,000 a year to be a joy-rider. 
There are more $10 a week joy-riders 
in Atlanta than you'd ever dare be- 
lieve. 

“The entire world has become addict- 
ed to a hysteria of swift living. It 
has affected every phase of life. Noth- 
ing has been left immune. Home life 
has been injured by it. Why, when I 
was married there was only one divorce 
to every thirty-four marriages. Now. 
there is a divorce—and a scandalous 
one at that—to every nine marriages. 

“The trouble is the average married 
man seéKs to live a life on the automo- 
bile plan with only a wheelbarrow in- 
come. 

“Did you know that a _ surprising 
number of young girls solicit joy-rides 
through the agencies of taxicab driv- 
ers and chauffeurs of private cars? No 
Well, they do. The jolly sports, well- 
dressed and moneyed, come along and 
ask the driver where they can pick up 
some nice and pretty young girls. 

Willing to Take Chance. 

“The chauffeur has a list that he 
cah depend upon. He drives around 
and picks up the specified number of 
girls. They are willing and ready to 
run the perils that are natural to 
such escapades merely for the sake of 
getting a joy-ride and an afternoon’s 
outing in such circumstances. 

“TIT have seen it all around me. 
is amazing to note the thousands of 
youths and girls who are wrecking 
their lives in this joy-ridinge manner. 
They are going to end in a disaster, 
for all folks who continue joy-riding 
are inevitably bound to end in a 
wreck!”

Mrs. Baldwin, although very nervous, 
and showing signs of much weeping, 
gave the following detailed account of 
the accident to The Constitution re- 
porter: 

Tells Story of Accident. 

“I had been to the services at the 
First Christian church and was return- 
ing home out South Pryor street, with 
my little boy, Carl, and Frederick 
Stegall, one of his friends, in the car 
with us. 

“At the corner of South Pryor and 
Georgia avenue the street car which I 
had been following stopped to let off 
a passenger. I noticed another street 
car coming into town on South. Pryor 
street. I stopped my Gar. The Georgia 
avenue car moved around the curve 
and stopped again in front of Cron- 
heim’s drug store, on the other corner, 
after it had made the turn, to let off 
a passenger who evidently wished to 
transfer to the incomrmg car.

In 
the meantime I had slowly advanced 
my car, in order to make the turn, 
but was blocked by the incoming car 
and forced to run too far across the 
street before I could turn. I stopped 
my car, seeing that I would be forced 
to reverse it in order to make the 
turn. 

“My engine choked and a young man 
stepped from the sidewalk and crank- 
ed ‘the engine. I started the car again 
and made the turn into Georgia ave- 
nue. 

“There is a small rise at this point 
of Georgia avenue, and 1 did not see 
any one crossing the street. As my 
car rose over the hill I saw a man 
and woman crossing. the street.

“The woman grabbed his coat sleeve, 
and tried to pull him back, but he 
dashed across the street in front of 
my car, and was struck by the right 
fender.

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The statement 
“The fact that the Storstad has only 
today reached port has made it im- 
possible heretofore to give an authen- 
tic statement on her behalf. All con- 
nected with the Se6rstad deplore most 
deeply the terrible accident which has 
resulted in'the loss of so many val- 
uable lives. It is not with any “desire 
to condemn others, but simply because 
it is felt that the public is entitled to 
Know the facts that the following 
statement is put forward: 
“The vessels. sighted 
when far apart. The Empress oaf 
Ireland was seen off the port ®R6w of 
the Storstad. The Empress of [Ireland's 
green, or starboard, light, was visible 
to those on the Storstad. Under these 
circumstances the rules of navigation 
gave the Storstad the right of way. 
“The heading of the Empress then 
was changed in such a manner as to 
put the vessels in a position to°’pass 
safely. Shortly after a fog enveloped 
first the Empress and then the 

Storstad. 

“Fog ‘signals were exchanged, the 
Storstad’s engines were at once slowed 
and then stopped. Her heading re- 
mained unaltered. Whistles from the 
Empress were heard on the Storstad’s 
port bow and were answered. The 
Empress of Ireland was then seen 
through the fog, close at hand, on the 
port bow of the Storstad. She was 
showing her green light and.was mak- 
ing considerable headway. 

“The engines of the Storstad were 
at once reversed at full speé@d and her 
j headway was nearly checked when the 
vessels came together. 

Didn’t Back. Out of Hole. 

“It has been said that the Storstad 
should not have backed out of the 
hole made by the collision. She did 
not do so. As the vessels came to- 
gether the Storstad’s engines were or- 
dered ahead to hold -her bow against 
the side of the Empress and thus 
prevent the entrance of water into 
the vessel. 

“The headway of the Empress. how- 
ever, swung the Storstad around in 
such a way as*to twist the Storstad’s 
bow out of the hole. 

“The Empress at once disappeared in 
the fog. The Storstad sounded her 
whistle répeatedly in an effort to lo- 
cate the ‘Empress, but could obtain no 
indication of her whereabouts until 
cries -were heard. The Storstad then 
was maneuvered as close to the Em- 
press. as was safe in view of the dan- 
ger of injury to the persons who were 
in the water. 

“The Storstad then lowered everv 
one of her boats and sent them to save 
passengers and crew of the Empress, 
though she was herself in serious dan- 
ger of sinking. When two boats from 
the Empress reached the Storstad. the 
Storstad’s men also manned these boats 
and went in them to the rescue. Her 
own boats made several trips and in 
all about 350 persons were taken on 
board and everything that the ship’s 
stores contained was used for their 
comfort. 


Cruel Injustice Charged.

CAPTAIN OF STORSTAD 

DEFENDS HIS ACTION. 


Montreal, May 31.—With her bows 
crumpled in and twisted around at an 
acute angle to port, and a gap showing 
‘on the port side only a foot or s0 
above the water line, in mute evidence 
of the tragedy in which she figured, 
the collier Storstad, limped into the 
harbor here today. A few minutes 
later a warrant of arrest taken out by 
the Canadian Pacific railway was nail- 
ed to her mainmast by order of W. 
Simpson Walker, K. C., registrar of 
the Quebec admiralty. 

“By what authority to you come on 
board my vessel and place it under 
arrest?’ ’asked Captain Anderson, com- 
mander of the collier. 

“By authority of the British em- 
pire,” curtly replied the deputy sheriff 
commissioned to execute the warrant. 

Captain Anderson immediately had 
the collier docked, conferred with Cap- 
tain Ove Lange, American chief of the 
Maritime Steamship company, of Nor- 
way, and John J. Griffin, attorney for 
the company, both of whom came from 
New York to look into the situation. 

Captain Anderson at first declined 
to discuss the disaster, declaring he 
would make a statement later in the 
evening. Subsequently a statement 
based on Captain Anderson’s report, as 
well as the reports of other officers to 
Messrs. Lange and Griffin, was given 
‘out.

A BOTANICAL GARDEN. 


A botanical garden that shall contain 
specimens of every plant, shrub and flower 
indigenous to Georgia is the proposal of 
Benjamin W. Hunt, former president of the 
ad-

WHAT NEGROES HAVE DONE. 


At the recent commencement exercises 
of the Atlanta university, George L. Paine, 
of New York, delivered an analysis of negro 
progress that should go into every negro 
home in the south, and that should not 
escape the attention of the thoughtful white 
Here is the substance of his state-* 


man. 
ments: 


Fifty vears is not a long span of 
time measured-by the history of the 
world, but all the more for that rea- 
son does the phenomenal success of 
the negro in the United States give us 
the right to form andther, and this 
time a wholly favorable expectancy. 
Since the proclamation of emancipa- 
tion, January 1, 1863, the negro has 
proved to the world what he can do 
by doing. Whereas 70 per cent of your 
race were illiterate, now 70 per cent 
are literate, far surpassing the coun- 
tries of Russia, Portugal and south- 
eastern Europe. You have accumulated 
property to the huge total of $700,000.,- 
000. $500,000,000 of it being in rural 
property. Nearly one-fourth of all the 
negro farmers in the south own their 
farms, .During this last census period 
the percefrtage of farm ownership in- 
creased 17 per cent for the negroes, 
against 12 per cent for the whites. 


Conceding these estimates as even ap- 
proximately correct, and The Constitution, 
with due respect for their author, doubts 
their full authenticity, the net result is one 
that should inspire the negro and encourag:2 
the white man. Particularly is the showing 
noteworthy where: it touches increasing 
farm ownership among negroes.

He must 
scourge vice and dissipation from among his 
ranks. 

In these tasks the obligation of co-opera- 
tion lies on the white man, especially the 
white churches. They do well to minister to 
the heathen abroad. Attention paid to the 
half-heathen that still abide in our midst is 
no less a duty. 


THE PANAMA QUAKES. 


The recent slight earthquake shock along 
the line of the Panama canal zone was, 
naturally, the signal for a revival of pessi- 
mism here and there regarding future men- 
aces from this source. ; oie 

Misgivings of this nature are, unfounded. 
Competent engineerS'.are agreed that tke 
‘quakes and slides that thus far have neces- 
sitated changes and delays'in construction, 
have now about reached their maximum 
power for harm. Nothing short of a 
cataclysm, against which no part:.of the 
earth is wholly safe, would undo the work 
done on the isthmus. 


Before a single blue print for the canal | 


was drawn, exhaustive research was made 
of the history of the strip, with specific ref- 
erence to the question of earthquakes. It 
was ascertained that the oldest record did 
not contain proof -of other than superficial 
shocks, proof being found in the fact that 
stone buildings, centuries old, still remain 
intact. ; 

Experts also. depend upon the well-nigh 
impregnable nature of the construction of 
locks and dams, to protect the waterway 
from disaster. Future shocks are to be ex- 
pected, but they will not be of such violence 
as to threaten the stability of the enterprise 
or the vast volume of shipping that will 
use it. 

These facts being of record, it is: just 
as well that pessimism on this head be 
stilled and preparations proceed unruffled 
for the dedication and opening of the canal 
on schedule time. 


THE COLONEL CLEARS DECKS. 


If there is to be any amalgamation be- 
tween the progressive bull moose and the 
G. O. P. elephant it will be the elephant that 
is amalgamated. Such is the substance of 
the decision Colonel Roosevelt has finally 
handed down, after conferences with per- 
sonal followers from: the states that are 
strategic, politically speaking. 

The Colonel’s ultimatum comes as no sur- 
prise. It chimes with his proverbial line of 
thought and with the pronunciamentos issued 
during the Colonel’s absence by Gifford 
Pinchot and other authorized oracles of the 
gospel according to Roosevelt. 

As a matter of common sense, it is diffi- 
cult to see how the bull moose contingent 
could arrive at any other conclusion and 
make a consistent appeal for support. Much 
water has run under the bridge since the 
last presidential election, but not enough to 
change the essential incompatibility of the 
element headed by Roosevelt and the ele- 
ment headed by Gallinger, Root and Penrose. 
It is true that the republican national execu- 
tive committee made a groping effort at re- 
conciliation and reorganization, the chief 
basis of which was the “canning” of the 
black-and-tan southern contingent. But so 
fierce was opposition to the committee's 
program, and so little encouragement did it 
receive from the very men sought to be pla- 
cated, that little has recently been heard of 
the effort. | 

The Colonel is on solid ground when he 
says that it is not an issue of party names, 
but of policies. The Constitution has: long 
made that same contention, with reference 
to the general party line up, predicting that 
we could not long stave off the day when a 
political readjustment would do away with 
old party labels, substituting for them titles 
that meant conviction rather than tradition 
and expediency. 

Our guess is that the Colonel will make 
a desperate effort to bring the two wings of 
his party together in time for the fall elec- 
tions, and that enough of the old-line repub- 
licans will go over to the new line-up to 
make it formidable. There will be sulkers, 
of course, among the extreme reactionaries. 
But if the democratic party thinks it is go- 
ing to escape this autumn without a stiff 
fight it reckons without the. logic of the 
situation. 

This is one of the considerations that has 
moved The Constitution to plead with demo- 
crats in. congress to cease tampering with 
business, and go home.

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Rural Credits No Help 
Unless Georgia Reforms 
Her Farcical Title System 


Editor Constitution: I am very glad to 
see that you. make editorial mention of the 
matter of rural credit legislation now pend- 
ing in congress, in your paper of this date. 
Congress will undoubtedly pass, At the next 
session, a law on the subject of land mort- 
gage banks. Every newspaper in this state 
should begin the study of this subject and 
be prepared to put the state of Georgia in 
position to reap the full benefits that. will 
accrue from this legislation. 

It ought to be understood that congress 
proposes, under the pending bills, simply to 
authorize‘the organization or land mortgage 
banks under the supervision of the govern- 
ment, just as national banks are now organ- 
ized and conducted. It is not proposed that 
the government shall lend money direct to 
the farmers. When these land mortgages 
banks are organized, the capital stock will 
be subscribed for, just as is now the case 
with national banks, but the land mortgage 
banks will be authorized to issue bonds to 
be sold in the open market for the purpose 
of raising money to lend to the farmers. 
The great question that will confront the 
state of Georgia will be, at what price these 
bonds can.be sold in the open market. The 
mortgage banks will be prohibited from 
charging a farmer over 1 per cent per annum 
more than the banks have to pay on the 
bonds they issue. On account of the condi- 
tions I am describing in this letter, the mar- 
gin of 1 per cent per annum will not be suf- 
ficient to enable the mortgage banks to 
prosper. The expense of conducting one of 
these banks in Georgia will be twice as 
great as the expense of conducting one of 
them in the middle western states, on account 
of these same title conditions. Right at this 
point will vanish the Georgia farmer’s hope 
of getting cheaper money than he now enjoys. 
Furthermore, these conditions being well 
known everywhere, investors are almost cer- 
tain to demand a higher rate of interest on 
the bonds of the southern farm mortgage 
banks than they will be satisfied to take on 
the bonds of the western farm mortgage 
banks. 
Remedy Needed. 

So it is of the most vital importance that 
conditions be remedied in Georgia at once by 
the legislature, so that when we get the 
new law authorizing the farm mortgag 
banks, our farmers will be assured of money 
at rates as reasonable as will be paid by 
farmers in other sections of the country. I, 
therefore, state it as my opinion, after hav- 
ing been engaged in the negotiation of farm 
loans in this state for thirty-five years, and 
as the opinion of other men in the business 
with whom I have talked, that these govern- 
mental farm mortgage banks in Georgia will 
be forced to charge farmers a higher rate 
of interest than will be paid elsewhere, for 
two reasons: First, because, on account of 
the conditions I have described, the expenses 
of conducting the bank will be greater than 
elsewhere, and ‘second, because these con- 
ditions are already known to people every- 
where who would be in the market for the 
bonds of the farm mortgage banks, and thev 
would demand a higher rate of interest on 
these bonds than they would be willing to 
take in any other section of the country. 

The Constitution and the other 
papers of the state should direct the 
tion of the legislature, at its next session. 
to this question. In many quarters the 
Torrens system of registering land titles has 
been advocated. Expert abstractors connect- 
ed with me in business, who have had 
sonal experience with the Torrens system 
in other states, pronounce it a failure.’ The 
best authorities on the subject do not advo- 
vate the Torrens system. The reforms must 
come through the legislature, in the shape 
of laws perfecting the present machinery re- 
lating to the matter of tities in 
The record laws, the foreclosure 
laws relating to the duties of 
ficials all must be strengthened 
definite. Secretary of State 
Cook annually calls the 
legislature to the defective land surveys of 
the state. This should all be remedied. 

All But Georgia. 

will doubtless surprise you to learn 
that in almost every state in the union, ex- 
cept Georgia, there is in practically every 
county a company engaged in the business 
of abstracting titles. With one or two ex- 
ceptions, there is not a county in the state of 
Georgia where there is a title plAnt. I under- 
stand that there is some sort of a decision 
of the supreme court which renders it prac- 
tically impossible to form a company for the 
purpose of making abstracts of title. This 
condition should be remedied. 

If you feel inclined to open your columns 
to a discussion of this matter, I am Satisfied 
that you will be astonished ty the interest 
manifested throughout the state on the sub- 
ject, and you will be able to put before your 
readers and before the members of the 
islature information that will cause the 
islature to take proper and vigorous 
along this line. Land mortgage banks in 
Georgia, organized as outlined under the 
bills pending in congress, will be at a great 
disadvantage when they come to market 
their bonds, unless the questions discussed 
herein, and many other questions, are taken 
up and disposed of by the legislature . 

The purpose of congress in establishing 
farm mortgage banks is not so much to give 
the farmers more money as to 
cheaper money. There is plenty 
now coming into the state of Georgia te he 
loaned on farm lands. <A dozen or more life 
insurance companies are pouring money into 
the state at the rate of millions a vear. But, 
right now, largely on account of the condi- 
tions | have described, Georgia farmers are 
paying higher rates for money than the 
western farmers pay. 
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Good, Anyhow. 


And right now, even though we never 
get farm mortgage banks under an act of 
congress, the reforms I mention will cut the 
cost of money to the farmer 1 per cent per 
annum. The greatest expense incurred by 
me in conducting my business of negotiating 
farm loans is incurred in connection with the 
question of titles, not because titles are bad 
for I think they are as good in Georgia as 
anywhere else, but because of the difficulty 
in ascertaining the real facts from the 
records, and because | am compelled, in every 
instance, to send out from my office in At- 
lanta high salaried men who are experts in 
matters of title, for the purpose of getting 
the truth. Farm mortgage banks under gov- 
ernment supervision will not correct these 
difficulties, and the’ Goergia farmer will 
continue to pay more for money than is paid 
elsewhere, unless the legislature wakes up 
and enacts laws that will hold county of- 
ficials strictly to the performance of duty, 
laws that will render more speedy fore- 
closure proceedings and laws that will make 
the examination of titles simple and definite, 
and finally make it possible for the organi- 
zation tn this state of companies established 
for the purpose of investigating records and 
furnishing abstracts of title.

A Only Anti-Trust Measures 


Stand in Way of Adjourn- | 
ment — Some Senators in, 
Favor of Curtailing Trust 
Program. 


‘Washington May 31.—The 
awaited vote on the tolls exemption 
repeal bill will be taken in the senate 
before Saturday nteht unless all the 
Plans of the leaders fail. Both 
nents and those who favor the passage 
of the measure are agreed that there 
is no need for prolonging debate be- 
yond the present week, and when the 
few speeches already announced hav 
been delivered, action will be demanded 
@n the bill and all the 
Proposed to it. 


There is a prospect that the house | 


will finish its trio of anti-trust bills 
by the end of the week and pave the 


Way for adjournment in July, if sen- 
ate leaders can reach an agreement on 
the amount of trust legislation they 
believe the country needs and desires 
at this time. 

Anti-Trust Measures. 

The appropriation bills can be passed 
in senate and house in quick order, 
and practically only-the trust program 
Siands in the way of adjournment by 
July 20 as leaders desire. Senate 
committee in charge has put in a 
week’s hard work on anti-trust bills 
before it, and is expected to reach a 
decision on how much legislation it 
Will recommend to the senate by the 
middie of the week. There is a mo- 
tion before the committee to report 
only one bill in the hope that with its 
passage adjournment will be taken 
with the understanding that other 
trust legislation shall be brought be- 
fore the senate next winter. Despite 
the fact that President Wilson's recent 
remarks to Ohio and Illinois business 
men are regarded in some quarters as 
@n announcement that he will not be 
Satisfied with less than all three bills 
to be passed by teh house, many sena- 
4ors are said to feel that the passage 
of a trade commission bill by the sen- 
ate will prove sufficient. 


First Test on Tolls Repeal. 

The tolls repéal bill will figure daily 
in the senate until the vote is taken, 
* but the first test for the senators who 
favor arbitration of the question of 
American exemption of coastwise ships 
from toll payment, will come Wednes- 
day when the foreign relations commit- 
tee will vote on an arbitration resolu- 
tion. Even the friends of arbitration 
do not claim that a favorable report 
from this committee will mean that the 
arbitration plan will be adopted, but the 
committee’s action is awaited with in- 
terest. ~ 

The senate has taken~-up the naval 
appropriation bill and probably will 
complete it by the end of the week, 
if the repeal bill is disposed of within 
afew days. Progress on this bill has 
been rapid and several other ap yropria- 
tion bills ready for senate consideration 
may be put through within a few 
weeks. 

Trust Legislation in House. 

House leaders hope to dispose of the 
anti-trust legislation and send 
bills over to the senate by the close 
of the week. Both sides, majority and 
minority leaders, who insist that there 
is a likelihood of adjournment of con- 
gress by July 15, or at least the latter 
part of July, favor this program. Among 
the house leaders, there is a decided 
belief that the senate will act only 
on the interstate trade commission 
measure. 

It_is expected that the house will 
complete the Clayton omnibus anti- 
trust bill tomorrow or Tuesday. “Cal- 
endar Wednesday,” the parliamentary 
name for the one day in the week when 
only bills on the calendar can be con- 
sidered and the day rnat has been de- 
voted for weeks past- to monotonous 
discussion of the bill to revise the judi- 
Cial code, will intervene but the Ray- 
burn bill for federal control of railroad 
issues of stocks and bonds is expected 
to be taken up Thursday, with a pros- 
pect of passage within two days. Then 
will come the steps for final passage in 
quick succession of all three bills, the 
final vote having been deferred until 
they all had been considered in com- 
mittee of the whole. 


Exemption of Labor Unions. 

There may be a lively discussion to- 
morrow when the sections of the Clay- 
ton bill to exempt labor unions from 
the anti-trust laws, come up for action, 
‘ut leaders predict a mild attack be- 
jause of the agreement between the 
judiciary committee and the lahor advo- 
cates. In addition to the bills declara- 
tion that thé anti-trust laws shall not 
be construed to forbid the existence 
and operation of fraternal, labor, con- 
sumers, agricultural or horticultural 
organizations, 
dividual members from carrying out 
“the legitimate objects thereof.” the 
amendment to be voted on tomorrow 
would .provide that such organizations 
and their members shall not be held or 
construed to be illegal combinations in 
restraint of trade under the anti-trust 
laws. Another amendment would le- 
galize peaceable strikes and boycotts. 

Anxious for Adjournment. 

With . *se amendments out of the 
way, the m.*t troublesome controversy 
since the ant.-trust bills were reported 
out of committee will have been dis- 
posed of, and those in charge of the 
Clayton bill say the rest of the way 
should be easy. The passage of the 
three bills is the main work left for 
the session, and the members of the 
house are becoming anxious for ad- 
journment, particularly in view of the 
approach of the campaign. 

All the committees of the house have 
slowed down for the session. There 
is continued talk of another caucus to

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vailing drouth has “broken the rec- 
ord.” “All signs fail in dry weather” 
is a well-worn old proverb, to which 
may be added that so-called “weather 
prophets” fail of the truth about as 
often as they hit upon it, which shows 
that their prophesies partake very 
largely of the element of guesswork. 
Any person who has carefully noted 
the weather peculiarities of each month 
for a long period of years, or will in- 
form himself by a study of the rec- 
ords, may safely predict that the month 


of April will be showery, May dry, June. 


seasonable, July still more so, and 
that there will be thheavy rainfalls in 
August. Such an observing man may 
further predict that September will 
be dry, October still dryer and Novem- 
ber but little wetter than October. 
The fact is of long record that these 
months are usually—much  oftener 
than otherwise—of the characters 
above indicated. The prophet of 
Greer’s Almanac (Professor Otis Ash- 
more, of Savannah) is as good as the 
best of them, and moreover, he gives 
his weather forecasts as much as six 
months in advance. But ‘he doesn’t 
insist on their accuracy, nor that they 
have any further relation to the truth 
than the fact that they are based en- 
tirely on the recorded observations of 
the weather for many years in the 
past. 


Most weatherwise observers of the 
winds and clouds and dews can foretell 
the weather’ that may occur within 
the next twelve to twenty-four hours. 
Scientific and professional weather ob- 
servers, those who have charge of our 
national weather bureau service, and 
who are supposed to be on the watch 
day and night, who are in hourly cor- 
respondence by wire with thousands 
of official observers scattered from 
Maine to California and from Alaska 
to Florida, rarely venture to forecast 
further ahead than twenty-four to 
forty-eight hours. It would seem that 
these observers, possessed of every fa- 
cility for observing, knowing at a given 
hour the weather conditions of the en- 
tirecountry, should beable, if anybody 
is able, to tell us what sort of weather 
to expect three or four days hence, or 
to say when the present drouth is go- 
ing to end. But they don’t do so and 
there you are. They just don’t know 
and they are not trained guessers, 
See how often their prophecies of 
even next day’s conditions fail to be 
realized. 

Someone asked me. the other day 
how the weather conditions of the past 
April and May compare with those of 
the same months of last year. The 
following comparison is from my own 
records of rainfall at my garden gate 
in the city of Griffin, Ga.:

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Thus it will be seen that there was 
not a large difference in rainfall be- 
tween the totals of the two Aprils and 
Mays. Indeed the rainfalls for the two 
months were transposed. Note the to- 
tal for April 1915 was 0.82 and thata@f 
may was 2.31; while the total for April 
in 1914 was 2.55 and the total for May 
The combined totals of the 
months in 1913 was 3.18: and in 
1914 the combined total of the two 
was 3.08. In 1913 April was short on 
rain and May was about average; in 
1914 the fall was abundant in April, up 
to the 19th, and very short in May. 
It may be said that the two months 
changed places in 1914. 

But it wasn’t the dry weather that 
held back the first planting of cotton. 
It was the low temperature. Cotton 
seed will not germinate at a ground 
temperature of 60 degrees and under; 
nor will the young plants grow under 
the same conditions—low ground tem- 
perature. I grabbled up cotton seed 
that had been planted a week. They 
were surrounded by moist, mellow soil. 
and*yet they showed. no signs of 
sprouting. The temperature was too 
low. 

At this time a considerable percent- 
age of the.area devoted to cotton in 
the east and middle parts of the cotton 
belt is without a stand of cotton. Much 
of this percentage the seeds are yet in 
the ground—presumahbly sound—and 
waiting only for sufficient moisture to 
cause germination. On another con- 
siderable portion the plants are few 
and scattered. Will cotton germinat- 
ing as late as June 1 (now May 29) 
vield a satisfactory.return? is a ques- 
tion that is disturbing the minds of 
many farmers. The answer to the 
question depends on whether the cotton 
is of an early variety, such as King’s 
or some sub-variety of that famous 
Last year my little crop was 
planted on May 20 and when it came

LEUCORRHEA (WHITES) OF COW. 
J. W. F., Preston, Va.—Will you 
please tell me through the columns of 
vour valued paper what to do for my 
cow. She is about 10 years old, and she 
brought a fine calf on April 2 


7, and it 
was about a week before the after- 
birth came I gave her burnt corn and 
everything, but it would only come s0 
far and no farther. Finally she got 
so bad off I gave her about a teaspoon- 
ful of gunpowder, and it all came 
away, and she got better, but ever 
since then wherever she lays down 
there will come from her about haif 
a pint of a thick, slimy stuff. Looks 
just like white of eggs. 

Answer—Your cow has nothing more 
serious than leucorrhoea (whites) in- 
dicating a chronic inflammation of the 
womb due probably to the irritation 
caused by the retained placenta. Clean 
out the womb by injections of warm 
water, using two or three gallons for 
that purpose. Then inject into the 
womb a little of the following: One- 
half-ounce of sulphate of zinc, half- 
ounce’ carbolic acid, dissolved in 1 
quart of water boiling hot and allowed 
to cool. The part should be cleaned 
once daily. If there are any ulcers 
they should be ‘touched with nitrate 
of silver, and every second day until 
they appear healthy. Sometimes, if 
not improving, change the lotion to 
peroxyde of hydrogen (2 ounces, water 
4 ounces. Repeat every day. As a 
tonic give her two teaspoons of cop- 
peras adn half teaspoonful of nux vom- 
ica in a bran mash twice a day for two 
weeks. 
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(1) LIME ON GARDEN; (2 
MANURE COMPOST. 

J. R. B., Thomasville, Ga.—(1) I wish 
to use slack lime under cabbage, beans, 
onions and strawberries. Will you 
please suggest how much and in what 
way or manner to apply it.. (2) Do you 
think a compost of stable manure, acid 
phosphate, Kainit and nitrate of soda 
would be good, and if so, in what pro- 
portions? 

Answer.—I suspect from the way you 
put this question that yeu are under 
the impression that lime acts directly 
as a source of plantfood. This is not 
true, as it would be hard to find a soil 
that does not contain’an amply supply 
of lime to answer the requirements of 
any kind of crop or plant. But the of- 
fice of lime is to improve the mechan- 
ical texture of the soil and to neutral- 
ize its acidity, while at the same time 
it to some extent helps to make plant 
food available to a crop that was be- 
fore not available. The ordinary use 
of the lime is to sweeten souror acid 
soils. If a tumblerful of soil be stirred 
in water and allowed to settle and a 
strip of blue litmus paper be held in it 
a moment or two, the blue color of the 
paper will change to a pink if the soil 
is at all acid. This acidity is apt to be 
present in soils that for a long time 
have stood most of the time under 
water or saturated with water. Usual- 
ly such soils are of very dark color— 
almost black. 

The application of lime to a_ very 
stiff clay soil tends to open it up, and 
on a very open soil to make it more 
compact. When to be used for these 
two purposes, the lime must be very 
cheap in order to use it to profit. 

An application of from one to one 
and a half tons of slacked lime per acre 
would be.a good dressing for either of 
the purposes named. The best time to 
apply lime is in the fall or very early 
spring after thorough breaking with 
plow, then scatter the lime broadcast 
and harrow in lightly. 

(2) A compost of stable manure, acid 
phosphate and kainit is all right, but 
of no especial advantage that I can see 
unless composted for the purpose of 
preventing the escape of ammonia from 
the decomposing stable manure. The 
proportions would depend upon_ the 
crops that are to be fertilized. Nitrate 
of soda, however, should not be in- 
cluded among the ingredients, as it 
could not possibly be benefited by such 
mixing.

have a horse that has a cough caused 
by dusty dry feed and has been cough- 
ing for nearly four months, and I can’t 
stop it. I wet all his dry feed good 
and put oll on his corn and oats. This 
helps to check the cough, but it does 
not stop it. He seems to cough more 
at night than in the day. ‘i 
Answer—There are several causes of 
cough in a horse; (1) from a thicken- 
ing of the membrane of the throat 
caused from distemper or a severe cold; 
(2) it may be the forerunner of heaves, 
or broken wind; (3) it may be due to 
some lung trouble or a nervous !rrita- 
tion of the throat. You should find 
out the cause of the cough or the part 
affected. If from the first above named 
cause nothing can be done for it. If 
it is the commencement of heaves the 
treatment for that disease will relieve 
it for a time, but there is no cure for 
heaves. This complaint may be recog- 
nized by the double effort to expel air 
from the lungs causing the animal to 
heave. But the cough is a forerunner. 
It is short and suppressed and seems to 
l follow the slightest exercise, even the 
act of drinking water will bring it on. 
It is more troublesome after a full 
meal. Treatment: Feed regularly three 
times a day so as never to overload 
the stomach. Never feed more_ than 
12 pounds of best hay (chopped and 
sprinkled) and 15 pounds shelled oats. 


FLEAS AND LICE ON DOGS AND 
FOWLS. 


Ww. B. McCain, Clermont, Fia.—A 
valuable bird dog. is. harassed by 
fleas, and although I have made a dip 
or solution in an ordinary washtub of 
crude carbolic acid, I have not rid my 
dog of the pests. Perhaps my water 
was not of proper strength with the 
acid. Would you kindly advise mé in 
that regard? Can you, however, sug- 
gest a better remedy, if you know it; 
how to apply, what frequency, etc.: 

Answer—The proper strength of the 
diluted carbolic acid is one part acid 
to fifty parts water, or even stronger 
up to two and a half parts acid to 
fifty parts water. Persian insect 
powder is excellent for dusting over 
the animals and also mats, rugs, etc., 
on which they have lain. Your 
mistake was doubtless in failing to go 
to the root of the insects, to wit, the 
hatching places of the insects, rugs, 
mats. cracks in floors and the base- 
board and even the moist places about 
the yard ground. For this purpose 
powdered quicklime is excellent and 
the carbolic acid made 5 per cent 
strong is also good. Dip rugs and 
mats in boiling water and litter out- 
buildings and under houses with 
fresh pine shavings or green black 
walnut leaves. The same treatment 
answers for lice also. Whatever 
method is adopted it should be re- 
peated in about a week. 

Lice and fleas on chickens may be 
treated in the same way, but with 
even more care and_ thoroughness, 
especially as to the fowl house or 
roosting place. The floor of the poul- 
try house should be thoroughly 
scraped off and covered with clean 
sand or road dust. The roosts and all 
loose pieces of wood should be re- 
moved and then the whole inside walls 
and the loose pieces should be well 
sprayed with a solution of 6 ounces of 
erude carbolic acid in one gallon of 
boiling water. At least once a year 
inside woodwork should be thorough- 
ly whitewashed with Iime made up 
with water containing 4 ounces of 
crude carbolic acid to the gallon. Of 
course the nests should receive the 
same attention. The sprightly a 
pearance of the chickens was probd- 
ablv the result of your treatment and 
the fleas and lice again found on 
them were from the henhouse or 
roosting place. Examine the _ house 
and you will find it infested with 
several millions of these predacious 
insects. Finally, if you are a chicken 
fancier get a copy of Dr. Salmon’s 
“Diseases of Poultry,’ from which I 
have gleaned most of what I have 
above written. 
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DIABETES INSIPIDUS OF MULE (?) 


KE. T. P. Arabi. Ga.—Please tell me 
what to do for a mile that gets plenty 
to eat, but does not fatten. He seems 
to have kidney trouble. His kidneys 
act twenty to thirty times every day 
and he is easy to give out. 

Answer—You do not state whether 
the mule passes large quantities of 
urine or only small quantities very 
frequently. If he passes but small 
quantities—only a few drops some- 
times—but very often and the urine is 
of high color, then the disease may 
be inflammation of the kidneys. But 
if the discharges are copious as well 
as frequent and of a clear color, then 
it is most probable that it is diabetes 
insipidus. In the former there is evi- 
dence of pain, the animal stands with 
hind legs wide apart, is stiff, back 
arched and he will groan when re- 
quired to move, and rarely lies down. 
lf the latter, there will be great thrist, 
depraved appetite (eating dirt, etc.) 
and emaciation. This condition is 
usually the result of bad, moldy hay, 
oats, straw, ete. The treatment is as 
follows: Give teaspoonful doses in a 
ball with bread crumb and syrup, or 
pint dissolved in a little alcohol and 
then diluted with one-half pint of wa- 
ter. Give three times a day. Usually 
two or three doses will stop it... Fol- 
low this with a teaspoonful of copperas 
in the mornings and same of phos- 
phate of lime in the evenings in bran 
mash. Of course, the hay and grain 
must be sound and sweet.

The reverse side of the picture, is 
that while cereal crops 
make good progress, cotton seems to 
have had a poor or late start, and ex- 
cessive rains or the exact reverse of 
this, abnormally dry weather, render a 
clear view of prospetcs of this crop 
uncerrain, if not doubtful. Then, too, 
the building trade shows little life: the 
demand for finished steel products is 
not equal to capacity; the railroads, 
imitating past operations in other lines, 
are only buying to cover immediate 
requirements, and the coal! trade is dull 
despite the resumption of many mines. 
Collections show improvement in some 
sections, but are still a subject of com- 
plaint in various centers. 

Money Growing Firmer. 

Money seems to be growing firmer, 
country banks are freer borrowers, and 
preparations. to move the crops are 
beginning to be felt in leading mar- 
kets. Railroad operations are of good 
volume, though western loadings are 
reported a shade below May a year ago, 
but economics of operation are likely 
to result in better net returns than in 
earlier months. Clearings, affected by 
dullness in stock speculation, are be- 
low a year ago, taking the country asa 
whole, but show a gain when the total, 
exclusive of New York, is considered. 

Good-sized takings on old orders and 
a fair volume of new business give a 
slightly better tone to hemlock leath- 
er at Boston. Union sole, various kinds 
of side leather and calfskins all show 
more life. Dealers in patent calfskins 
are behind on orders. Prices are firm. 
Hides are firm. Recent hot weather 
has improved retail trade, and jobbing 
lines show an impulse therefrom. Man- 
ufacturers report new business light, 
but many factories are busier than they 
have been.for some tiem past.

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Warm Weather Has Had 
Beneficial Effect on Near- 
ly All Lines. 


Dun’s report says: 


A period of continuous warm weath- 
er has had a beneficial effect upon 
practically all commercial lines. and Is

Demand for Summer Clothes. 

The influence of high temperatures 
is especially noticeable in summer 
wearing apparel, for which there has 
been quite an active demand at retail 
and this, in turn, affords stimulus to 
the jobbing trade. Advance fall orders 
for clothing are not up to expecta- 
tions, but gratifying betterment 
manifest in cotton goods, and the mills 
are well sold for the next six or eight 
weeks on staples. Recent transactions 
in print cloths at Fall River have 
shown a decided expansion, with the 
bulk of the contracts placed calling for 
forward delivery. Advices from New 
England indicate that firmness in wool 
is maintained, manufacturers releasing 
more business than dealers are pre- 
pared to accept. Betterment in foot- 
wear is increasingly apparent, and 
more machinery is in operation. Leath- 
er is not moving. freely, but is in a 
strong position, as supplies of all kinds 
are limited. 

Iron and Steel. 

Although a more hopeful feeling 
manifest in iron and steel, it being an- 
ticipated that conditions will improve 
during the second half of the year, the 
general situation remains quiet.| New 
orders are still disappointing, princi- 
pally because the railroads continue to 
pursue a policy of retrenchment and 
are buying only as the necessity arises. 
Developments in connection with for- 
eign exchange again attracted atten- 
tion, rates for sterling touching a new 
high level and further esubstantial 
amounts of gold being engaged for 
shipment to Paris. These continued 
withdrawals are causing no concern, 
inasmuch as money here is super- 
abundant and banking reserves.are un- 
usually large.

Denver, May 31.—Settlement of the 
Colorado coal strike apparently is no 
Mearer realization now than it was 
weeks ago, according to statements by 
both union officials and mine opera- 
tors today.

militiamen, 3 non-combatants, 2 wom- 
en and 12 children lost their lives. 
Twenty had been kflled prior to April 
20, the date of the battle of Ludlow. 
Forty-six were killed during that 
fight and the next ten days, when 
federal troops stopped the warfare. 

The cost of the eight months’ in- 
dustrial conflict is variously estimated 
at from $10,000,000. to $12,000,000. The 
figures include $700,000 the state spent 
in maintaining state troops in the field 
until the arrival of the federal forces; 
an estimated cost of $6,925,000 to the 
union and a loss of “several millions” 
claimed by operators. At present 
1,717 United States troops are guard- 
ing the mining properties. 

Number of Men at Work. 

Figures compiled by James Dalrym- 
ple, state coal mine inspector, show 
there were employed in Colorado coal 
mines for the first three months of 
1914 an average of 10,149 miners, as 
compared with 14,035 for the same pe- 
riod in 1913. The total production for 
the first three months of 1914 was 
2,817,675 tons, against 3,638,436 tons 
for the same period a year ago. 

From the same source it was learned 


there were 12,346 men working in the 
mines last September when the strike 
was called; 7,696 in October, the first 
full month following the strike, and 
10,146 in March, 1914. Against these 
figures stand the claims of John R. 
Lawson, member of the international 
executive board of the United Mine 
Workers of America, that approxi- 
mately 11,000 men quit work in re- 
sponse to the strike call last Septem- 
ber and that about 8,500 men still are 
on strike. He attributes the decrease 
to men leaving the state, adding that 
“fed have gone back to work, their 
loss being more than offset by those 
who have joined the strikers.” 

At headquarters of the operators, 
this statement was given out: 

“It has been impossible to obtain 
an accurate census of the men on 
strike, but fair approximation places 
the number at 2,000 at this time. The 
number of mines in, operation now is 
141, as compared with 148 last Sep- 
tember.” 

Demands of the Strikers. 

The-original demands of the United 
Mine Workers of America may be 
summarized as follows: 

Recognition of the union; a 10 per 
cent advance in wages; an eight-hour 
day; pay for “narrow and dead work;” 
check weighman; the right to trade 
where desired; enforcement of state 
mining laws and abolishment of the 
guard system. 

“There has been no.change in the 
nature of the demands, since the strike 
was called,” said John R. Lawson, 
union leader. “I do not know of any 
prospects of a settlement. The min- 
ers never will go back to work with- 
out recognition of the union, if they 
follow mv advice. 

“The right to organize, an eight- 
hour day, check weighmen and the 
right to select trading an dboarding 
places, are state laws, but they are 
not enforced.” 

Holding that the chief demands of 
the United Mine Workers, with the 
exception of union recognition are 
guaranteed by statute, the operators 
maintain their »priginal position, name- 
ly: Refusal ta treat with representa- 
tives of the United Mine Workers or 
recognize the union. They reiterate 
a willingness to meet employees for 
the adjustment of grievances. 

Three suits are pending .-in the 
United States district court at Pueblo 
on civil and criminal charges grow- 
ing out of the strike and a score or 
more docketed in district courts where 
the strike has centered.

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URY CHARGES 
1S OF SERMON 


Referring to Conflicting Af- 
fidavits in Frank Case, Dr. 
Ogden Preaches on “Sanc- 
tity of Truth.” 


Taking as a motive for his sermon 
the multiplicity of conflicting affidavits 
and the various perjury charges in the 
Frank case, Dr. Dunbar Ogden preached 
upon “The. Sanctity of Truth” last 
night at the Central Presbyterian 
church. 

His sermon was entirely aside from 
the merits of the éase which suggested 
it, and was based altogether upon his 
deduction that “when oaths multiply 
it is a sign that truth is falling.” 

“Lawful and earnest people,” 
Dr. Ogden, “cannot help but be im- 
pressed with the sanctity of truth, in 
looking upon the revelations of recent 
days in connection with this great case. 
The most stupid and careless can see 
the lesson that is to be learned. It is 
tinje that thoughtful people consider 
the sanctity of truth and do not trifle 
too long.” 

Truth, the Real Issue. 

After touching upon the irresponsi- 
ble press, Dr. Ogden divided his ser- 
mon into three thoughts, the first of 
which developed the use of the oath as 
a buttress of truth. “‘The real issue,” he 
said, “is not the number of oaths but 
truth. The oath is used merely to 
make men consider and be careful 
in the statements they make. It is 
to make men “realize that they are 
speaking in the very presence of God 
Himself.” 

Dr. Ogden outlined the Biblical his- 
tory and meaning of the word oath. 

The second thought brought out was 
the necessity of every man so holding 
the sanctity of truth as to make his 
words what Christ would have him 
make them, namely: “Let your yea 
be yea and your nay, nay.” “That is,” 
said Dr. Ogden, “let your word be as 
g00d as your oath.” 

“When a man begins his remarks by 
saying ‘To tell you the truth,’ ‘frankly’ 
or ‘without reservation,’ ’”’ continued Dr. 
Ogden, “I logk upon that man with 
suspicion. His very words make me 
believe that he has not always told 
the truth.”’ 

Small Chance for Liar. 

Dr. Ogden pointed. out the 
chance that a liar stands in the 
after. 

His third point was the necessity of 
telling the truth on all occasions. “No 
lie, the opinion of many to the con- 
trary,” he said, “is ever, justifiable.” 
Dr. Ogden explained that he did not 
mean that a man should blurt out a 
brutal truth without provocation, but 
that when it comes to a pinch where 
a man finds himself confronted with 
telling either the truth or a lie, there 
is but one course and that is to tell 
the truth regardless of where or how 
— the blow that is bound in it may 
all. 

“If you admit that a human being 
may tell a lie when his judgment dic- 
tates, where in this world will one 
ever find a ground for truth? Is there 
ground anywhere if we surrender the 
ground that a man should always tell 
the truth?” 

Attacks Modern Sophistry. 

Dr. Ogden made a scathing attack 
upon modern sophistry. 

“One of the greatest evil of today,” 
he said, “is social ‘sophistry. The 
veneer and varnish of some circles of 
modern society, the absolute lack of 
sincerity, is a wretched and deplorable 
condition. Insofar as truth is con- 
cerned, modern sophistry places us 
upon dangerous quicksands. 

“My plea for a high regard for the 
sanctity of truth is not that of a 
dreamer, but one which touches the 
fundamentals of our life.”
